IN  THE  CHAIR. 


IN  presenting  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  of  the  Royal 
Hospital  their  29th  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  of 
Management  cannot  but  look  upon  the  year  1896  as  one  of  the 
most  eventful  in  the  history  of  the  Institution. 

Last  July  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  York,  accompanied  by 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  York,  K.G.,  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Cambridge, 
K.G,  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Mary  Adelaide,  Duchess  of  Teck,  and 
His  Highness  the  Duke  of  Teck,  G.C.B.,  honoured  the  Hospital 
with  their  Royal  and  distinguished  presence  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  the  “  Princess  May’s  Ward  for  Children,”  with  its  Isolation 
Ward,  and  the  new  block  of  buildings  containing  the  committee 
room,  kitchen  premises,  and  apartments  for  the  Nursing  staff  and 
establishment. 
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Favoured  by  splendid  weather,  the  opening  ceremony  was  well 
attended  by  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  Hospital,  and  purses 
to  the  value  of  <£408  11s.  3d.  were  received  by  Her  Royal  Highness 
in  aid  of  the  Furnishing  Fund. 

The  Committee  on  that  occasion  were  able  to  report  to  Her 
Royal  Highness  that  the  new  Ward  and  buildings  would  be  opened 
free  from  debt,  and  although  the  accounts  of  the  Building  and 
Furnishing  Funds  at  the  end  of  last  year  showed  an  adverse  balance 
of  £108  10s.  3d.,  this  has  been  incurred  through  a  few  improvements 
and  additions  which  have  been  found  necessary  since  the  opening 
day.  The  Committee  on  finally  closing  these  accounts  have  trans¬ 
ferred  this  debt  to  the  General  Account  of  the  Hospital. 

Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen  was  pleased  to 
show  her  continued  interest  in  the  Royal  Flospital  by  presenting, 
during  the  past  year,  a  portrait  of  herself  bearing  her  own  signature, 
which  may  now  be  seen  in  the  “Cambridge  Ward.” 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  York  has  been  also  graciously 
pleased  to  authorise  the  Committee  to  include  his  name  among  the 
Royal  and  distinguished  patrons  of  the  Hospital. 

The  fact  that  the  cots  in  the  “Princess  May’s  Ward”  have 
been  constantly  filled  since  the  opening  conclusively  proves  that  the 
action  of  the  Governors  in  deciding  on  making  this  addition  to  the 
Flospital  was  fully  justified. 

The  Statement  of  Annual  Income  and  Expenditure  shows  at 
the  end  of  the  vear,  which  commenced  with  a  balance  to  credit  of 
£338  16s,  4d.,  the  sum  of  £230  5s.  7d.  due  to  the  Treasurers. 

This  excess  of  expenditure  over  income,  amounting  to  about 
£550,  is  partly  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  special  expenditure 
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incurred  during  the  past  year,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  was 
necessitated  by  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  and  alterations  of 
the  premises  generally,  and  will  not  occur  again. 

The  Committee  are  unable,  as  yet,  to  form  any  accurate 
estimate  of  the  annual  expenditure  incurred  through  the  opening 

of  the  Children’s  Ward,  but  they  must  remind  their  friends  that  a 

% 

very  considerably  increased  burden  is  thrown  upon  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  donations  received  in  1896  show  a  falling  off  of  more  than 
£250,  as  compared  with  1895;  and  the  collections  on  Hospital 
Sunday  a  falling  off  of  £58,  which  the  Committee  very  much 
regret.  The  legacies  for  the  past  year  are  likewise  £200  less  than 
those  received  in  1895.  This  shows  a  total  falling  off  under  these 
heads  of  £514. 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  an  increase  in  the  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions  of  about  £20  ;  while  it  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction 
the  Committee  call  attention  to  the  large  increase  of  £98  in  the 
amount  received  from  the  Collecting  Boxes,  obtained  almost  entirely 
from  members  of  the  industrial  classes,  which  has  now  reached 
£658  16s.  9d.,  a  result  which  the  Committee  believe  to  be  un¬ 
paralleled  in  the  receipts  of  any  other  Hospital. 

Among  the  larger  donations  received  for  the  general  purposes  of 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  twelve  months  the  Committee  are 
indebted  to  Mrs.  Burgoyne  for  £21  ;  Tom  E.  Norton,  Esq.,  £21  ; 
H.  R.  Ladell,  Esq.,  £21  ;  the  Mid-Surrey  Golf  Club,  £14  9s. ;  Mr. 
Henry  Smith’s  Charity  (per  T.  Skewes-Cox,  Esq.;  M.P  ),  £12  ;  Mrs. 
Gellatly,  £10  10s.  ;  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Girdlers,  £10  10s. ; 
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the  Richmond  Golf  Club,  £10  10s.  ;  and  the  Rugby  Football  Union 
(per  R.  Seymour  Whalley,  Esq.),  £10. 

The  members  of  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are  Mr. 
Chancellor,  Mr.  Dixon,  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Rudd,  Colonel  Sparks,  and 
Mr.  Watney,  all  of  whom  are  willing  to  offer  themselves  for 
re-election,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Watney,  who  has  resigned. 
Another  vacancy  on  the  Committee  also  occurs  through  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Burgoyne. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  been  made  Vice-Presidents  ol 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  : — The  Rev.  Walter  C.  Furneaux 
(Vicar  of  Mortlake),  and  the  Rev.  E.  Lionel  Walsh  (Chaplain  to 
Hickey’s  Almshouses). 

The  Committee  regret  to  have  lost  the  valuable  services  of 
Mr.  Penn-Lewis,  as  one  of  their  Honorary  Auditors,  through  his 
leaving  Richmond ;  and  the  Governors  will  be  asked  to  appoint 
Mr.  H.  Richards,  F.S.A.A.,  the  Borough  Accountant,  who  has 
kindly  volunteered  his  services,  to  fill  his  place. 

The  Committee  are  deeply  grateful  to  all  those  who 
during  the  past  year  have  contributed  to  the  Building  and 
Furnishing  Funds,  .An  interesting  report  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Building  Committee  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  presents  of  engravings 
from  Sir  George  S.  Measom,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Graves,  of  Pall  Mall, 
including  a  full  length  portrait  of  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Cambridge, 
the  President  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  various  other  gifts 
detailed  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 
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The  Committee  again  tender  their  hearty  thanks  to  the 
Medical  Officers  for  their  services,  and  desire  to  express  their 
thorough  approval  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


THE  PRINCESS  MAY’S  WARD  FOR  CHILDREN, 
ISOLATION  WARD,  AND  EXECUTIVE  BUILDINGS. 


''jpHE  Committee  beg  to  report,  that  in  accordance  with  the 

instructions  of  the  Governors  of  the  Royal  Hospital, 
Richmond,  they  have  carried  into  effect  the  building  of  the  New 
Ward  for  Children,  an  Isolation  Ward,  and  the  New  Executive 
Buildings. 

1891.  — At  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  General  Committee,  it 
was  considered  that  additional  accommodation  was  urgently 
required,  and  that  a  Building  Fund  should  be  started,  and  an 
earnest  appeal  made  for  funds  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view. 

1892.  — A  Special  Committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  W.  A.  F.  Bateman,  T.  J.  Carless,  Albert  Chancellor,  S.  T. 
Gascoyne,  J.P.,  J.  B.  Hilditch,  J.P.,  General  Pritchard,  C.B.,and  Col. 
Sparks,  to  obtain  plans  and  estimates;  and  subsequently,  in  1895, 
Messrs.  T.  H.  Watney,  C.  Capel  Smith,  and  T.  Meadows  Clarke 
were  added  to  the  Committtee. 

The  Architect  to  the  Hospital,  Mr,  F.  J.  Brewer,  was 
instructed  to  prepare  an  outline  sketch  of  proposed  alterations  to 
the  existing  buildings. 

H.S.H.  the  Princess  May  of  Teck  authorized  the  naming 
of  the  future  New  Children’s  Ward  to  be  the  Princess  May’s 
Ward  for  Children. 

The  Architect  submitted  sketch  plans,  and  after  much 
consideration  and  many  thoughtful  suggestions,  was  instructed  to 
prepare  a  complete  set  of  plans  with  elevations  and  sections  for 
the  proposed  new  buildings. 

1893.  — It  having  been  resolved  that  a  Dinner  should  be 
organised,  an  Executive  Committee  was  appointed,  A  Dinner  was 
held  on  the  27th  April  at  the  Star  and  Garter  Hotel,  H.R.H.  the 
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Duke  of  Cambridge,  K.G.,  the  President  of  the  Hospital,  in  the 
Chair,  when  subscriptions  amounting  to  nearly  £2,000  were 
received,  which  included  donations  from  Her  Most  Gracious 
Majesty  the  Queen,  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Cambridge,  H.R  H.  the 
Princess  Mary  Adelaide  Duchess  of  Teck,  H.H.  the  Duke  of  Teck, 

G. C.B.,  and  H.S.H.  the  Princess  May  of  Teck.  In  addition  to  which, 
Mr.  J.  D.  Charrington  most  generously  gave,  through  the  Princess 
May,  the  munificent  sum  of  £1,000  to  endow  a  Cot,  to  be  called 
the  “Hilda  May  Cot.” 

November. — The  estimates  of  Messrs.  Soole  and  Sons, 
Builders,  of  Richmond,  were  accepted,  as  follows  : — -Princess  May’s 
Ward,  £2,665;  Administrative  block,  £2,820. 

1894,  February. — A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors 
was  held,  H.H.  the  Duke  of  Teck,  G.C.B.,  in  the  Chair,  when  it 
was  resolved  “  That  the  Building  of  the  Princess  May’s  Ward  and 
Isolation  Ward,  amounting  to  £2,665,  be  proceeded  with.” 

October. — The  Committee  not  having  the  necessary  funds 
in  hand  to  carry  out  the  plans  and  estimates  for  the  whole  of  the 
New  Buildings,  Mr.  Chancellor  generously  offeied  to  guarantee 
the  sum  of  £2,000  in  order  that  the  works  might  be  proceeded 
with,  and  which  offer  was  unanimously  accepted. 

November. — A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  was  held, 

H. H.  the  Duke  of  Teck,  G.C.B.,  in  the  Chair,  when  it  was  resolved 
to  authorise  the  carrying  out  of  the  Executive  portion  of  the  new 
buildings  as  provided  in  the  original  scheme  for  the  building  of  the 
Children’s  Ward  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Hospital. 

On  account  of  the  long  and  continued  serious  illness  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  Colonel  Sparks,  Mr.  Albert  Chancellor 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee. 

1895,  March. — Mr.  Chancellor  having  organized  a  Concert 
given  by  the  Wandering  Minstrels,  the  handsome  result  of  £483 
was  added  to  the  building  fund,  £250  of  which  was  specially  given 
by  Mrs.  A.  De  Wette,  of  Hampton  Court. 

November, — A  second  Dinner  was  held  at  the  Star  and 
Garter  Hotel,  on  November  18th,  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of 
Cambridge,  K.G.,  in  the  Chair,  when  the  further  handsome  sum  of 
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£1.583  was  obtained,  <£500  of  which  was  most  generously  given  by 
Mr.  Andrew  Pears,  J.P.,  of  Isle  worth.  * 

1896,  July.— The  new  buildings  having  been  completed 
and  furnished  throughout,  the  Princess  May’s  Ward  for  Children 
was  opened  on  the  8th  July  by  PI.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  York,  who 
was  accompanied  by  H  R.H.  the  Duke  of  York,  K.G.,  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge,  K.G.,  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Mary  Adelaide, 
Duchess  of  Teck,  and  H.H.  the  Duke  of  Teck,  G.C.B.,  when 
Viscount  Midleton  (Lord  Lieutenant  for  Surrey)  welcomed  their 
Royal  Highnesses,  and  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  York  received 
purses  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  £108  16s.  3d.  ( Foi *  a  List  of 

the  donors  see  page  20,)  and  in  addition,  other  Donations  amounting 
to  £232  9s.  were  received.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


79.  In-Patients  shall  be  admissible  every  TUESDAY  in 
the  year,  on  presenting  their  Ticket  of  recommendation  at  the 
Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  Tickets  to  remain 
in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

80.  ACCIDENTS  shall  be  admitted  at  all  times,  without 
letters  of  recommendation. 

81.  Persons  labouring  under  violent  inflammation,  or  other 
acute  disease  (being  otherwise  proper  objects  of  the  Charity 
and  properly  recommended),  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time, 
by  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance. 

82.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital 
for  the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting 
of  the  least  delay. 

84.  No  woman  pregnant, —  no  child  under  six  years  of 
age  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such  as  accidents,  or  where 
surgical  operation  is  required), — no  person  disordered  in  their 
senses,  subject  to  epileptic  fits,  suspected  to  have  the  smallpox 
or  other  infectious  distemper,  having  habitual  ulcers,  confirmed 
consumption,  or  any  disease  that  may  be  judged  incurable, 
shall  be  admitted  as  In-Patients ;  or  if  inadvertently  admitted, 
shall  be  suffered  to  remain. 

87.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
will  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital.  Should  any  Visitors 
be  detected  in  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  they  will  be  strictly  prevented  from 
entering  in  future.
